I  It 
proponed  to  al>andon  the  annuity  system 
snd  virtually  aJppt  the  free  pew  system, 
or  what  msy  be  better  un<I*ittru>d  ae  tl»e 
s oluntary  plan.’  Card*  are  to  Is;  furnished 
to  every  pew,  on  which  the  occupant  is 
expected  to  tta'e  the  amount  he  will  con¬ 
sent  to  lie  liable  for  the  year,  to  be  collect¬ 
ed  from  him  by  inalulmcott,  on  the  first 
Sabbath  ra  each  month  to  be  put  in  enrol 
opre  supplied  for  the  purpose. 

It  is  thus  left  to  the  enlightened  nnd 
scrupulous  conscience  of  etch  member  to 
determine  for  hiuieuli  what  should  be  hie 
share  of  the  total  expense,  which  it  ia  un¬ 
derstood  will  this  year  b«  |7,0  0. 

It  is  not  doubted  that  this  question  will 
be  wisely  snd  righteously  xtuUod,  io  s 
great  degree  proportioned  to  the  ability  of 
each  mem  tier.
